They willingly huddle 
together for mutual comfort and pro- 
tection, The British immigrant. is 
under no such necessity, and so picks 
up employment wherever it is offered. 
The task of looking after individual 
CathoNes thus scattered far and wide 
among isolated homesteuds is one of 
the greatest difficulties. On the other 
hand, even when a crowd of Galician 
of Ruthenlan Catholics is successfully 
@éplanted in a particular district there 
still remains the problem how to find

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WESTERN RATE CASE 
COMES TO TRIAL. 

After adjournments for various reasons or for no reason 
at all which have frustrated proceedings for more than two 
years, the western freight rates case seems now likely to get 
to trial betore the railway commission in session in Ottawa, 
commencing today. 

Briefly stated, the issue is whether or not the railways 
have any right to charge higher freight rates for similar service 
in the west than they-are charging in the’east, and the onus 
is upon the railway companies to prove that they have the 
right to make such charges, 

This is the position-into which the late lamented Chair- 
man Mabee put the case nearly two years ago. In the person 
of Malin K. Cowan, Alberta and Saskatchewan have em- 
ployed probably the most capable counsel in the Dominion 
to look after the interests of these two provinces. Manitoba 
has been a party to the case from the first, and British

That it will prove the claim that the west has been paying too 
high freight rates goes without saying. Counsel for the rail- 
Ways have understood from the first that this could be proven, | 
and, realizing that once this proof was before the railway 
comnussion the game was up, they have fought most 
strenuously for delay, demanding adjournments upon the 
grounds that their evidence, the evidence of Manitoba and the 
Dominion, and later the evidence of British Columbia, was 
no, complege.. At no time, however, was counsel for Alberta 
uuready to proceed, and every adjournment has had the effect 
of piling up popular resentment against the railways and their 
methods until now the public temper will permit of no more 
delays.

STREET RAILWAY SERVICE, 

It is cheering to hear from the superintendent of the 
Street railway that trom this date forward a much better car 
Service will be given, especially with regard to the west end, 
where the service has not been vy any means good for a long 
time, 

.In discussing car service, due allowance must be made 
for the fact that for months past the operating department 
was badly handicapped by the construction being undertaken 
in every quarter of the city, reducing the service to the use 
of a single track in many quarters and generally disorganizing 
Schedules. Now, however, with the construction season 
brought to a close and the tracks cleared, it is up to the depart- 
ment to make good in the matter of service and also to achieve 
little greater financial success. 

From a municipal system the patrons always demand a 
better service than from a corporation, and many of the 
“Kicks” made in Edmonton would be laughed at by the com- 
pany managers in other cities. But nevertheless there is 
plenty-of room for improvement. 


EDMONTON’S INTERES’ 
CALGARY OIL FIELDS. 
“Fifteen drilling rigs will be working in the Calgary- 
Okotoks field by April 1,” is the announcement made by the 
Calgary Albertan, upon evidently reliable authority, and the 
greater part of the capital will be supplied by outside parties, 
the most of whom are practical oil men with large experience. 
The possibilities of the Calgary field are now generally 
recognized and admitted. The best that the geologists can 
do is to say whether, from the indications, the prospects for 
oil are good. Upon this the experts appear to be unanimously 
atlirmative. Quite evidently practical drillers who appreciate 
the extent to which the oil business is a gamble are cheerfully 
willing to take the chance in the Calgary-Okotoks field. It is 
no game for a man to stake his meal ticket on; but for those 
who are in a position to take a chance, oil is the most alluring 
venture of them all. Here's hoping the Calgary-Okotoks 
field may develop into another El Dorado with a paraftin base. 
Profitable discoveries in the Calgary-Okotoks field would 
like it easier to get capital into the Fort McMurray and 
Wabiscaw fields, where the existence of oil is not even 
debated.
